The United States Trustee hereby objects to the motion by Adam R. Grossman (the 
"Debtor") to convert the above-captioned chapter 7 case to a case under chapter 13 (the 
"Motion"). In support of the objection, the United States Trustee respectfully states as follows: 

The United States Trustee is investigating the Debtor's financial circumstances, 
including, but not limited to, his admitted transfer of substantially all of his assets without Court 
authority - right before the chapter 1 1 trustee was appointed in his initial chapter 1 1 case. In 
furtherance of the investigation, the United States Trustee has a B.R. 2004 examination of the 
Debtor scheduled for August 11, 2011. 

As set forth in his declaration in support of the Motion, the Debtor is a well-educated and 
sophisticated business person. He says that he wants to convert to chapter 13 in order to pay his 
creditors through a 100% plan. The United States Trustee is all for 100% payment to creditors. 
However, at this point it looks like the Debtor transferred property of the estate to hinder, delay, 
or defraud his creditors and that now he is seeking to convert to chapter 13 in bad faith to avoid 
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the continued scrutiny of the chapter 7 trustee and the United States Trustee - and the very real 
possibility of an objection to his discharge. 

The United States Trustee requests that the Motion be denied.
